Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 37-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. With respect to base claim 37, lines 8 and 9, "the 
tissue membrane," an unpatentable part of the human body, is positively recited as a 
structural part of the invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



5. Claims 37-41 and 43-45 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Casillo (4,107,953). Casillo discloses, in figures 1-7, an apparatus for suturing a tissue 
membrane, where the apparatus includes a tubular body (12), a hollow needle (32), a 
suture chamber, a suture retrieval assembly (14), and a doubled-back suture (A) 
attached to the needle, where the needle has an eyelet (34). 

6. Claims 37, 42, 43, 46-48, 50, and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Lee (5,292,332). Lee discloses, in figures 1-5, an apparatus with a 
tubular body (40), a hollow needle (38), a suture chamber (proximal portion of 40), a 
suture (18) attached to the needle, and an openable hemostastis seal (22). 

7. Note: The introductory statement of intended use ("for suturing a tissue 
membrane") has been carefully considered but deemed not to impose any structural 
limitations on the claims patentably distinguishable over the devices of Casillo and Lee, 
which are capable of being used as claimed if one desires to do so. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 49 and 51 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses an apparatus 
for suturing a tissue membrane with, inter alia, a tubular body, a needle, and a 
hemostasis seal member, where the apparatus includes a suture retrieval assembly and 
where the needle has an eyelet and a doubled-back length of suture.
